THE TARIFF BILL. 


Estimates of the Duties to Jte De- 


rived. 


WASHINGTON, May 15. Senator Yoor- 


ha-K, chairnian of the finance commit- 
tee, today submitted to the senate tbe 
treasury estimate of tbe duties which 
will be derived under tbe rales proposed 
by the late eenato revision of the tariff 
bill as compared with the rates under 
the McKiuiey law and tho^e under the 
pending bill, basins the estimates upon 
importations for last year. The esti- 
mate shows that if the pending bill be-

The fire started in the Boston ItaeehaH 
},eague park in a pile of lumber which, 
was lying under the right field bleach- 
ers.

Fresno is in many respects a beautiful 


city, but its cemetery is a diegrace to 
tlie community. 


Voluiuea of exquisite literature have 


been written on the grave and its claims 
on tlie sympathy and care of the loving. 
Longfellow declared that he liked "that 
Ancient Saxon phrase, (iod'a acre." and 
three of his best occasional poems have 
direct reference to the hallowed bond 
between tlie living anJ the dead. The 
noblest poem iu tue English language, 
"Gray's Klegy," contains the lines:

Tlie ground squirrel, the 
cuckoo-owl, tho chapparel-coek hold 
high revel everywhere. Scores of ghast- 
ly holes appear around the graves, show- 
ing where stray dogs have been digging 
for the squirrels, or even on a more hor- 
rible mipsion ; for the bodies lie but six 
feet below tbe surface of tbe soft, bil- 
lowy eund. 


Tliia terrible condition of affairs is by 


no means confined to tbe county lot, in 
which paupers, strangers and pilgrims 
find a resting-place. There are num- 
bers of spots iu the county lot where a 
wooden enclosure and a rude wooden 
memorial show that in the years that 
are past, some one, at all events, cared 
a little, for the memory of those beneath. 
But today, with scarcely an exception, 
the framework, of these enclosures lies 
prostrate in tbe aand or rank weeds; 
weeds such as alone could thrive in the 
parcbed soil. 


In one portion of the eighty acres, iu 


which tbe passing generation of Fresno- 
ana must soon find their long borne, the 
ravages of the squirrels and rabbits are 
painfully evident. Singular to say this 
is in tluit p. rtion which is dedicated to 
tbe Adventists, yet it was an Adventist 
who gave the cemetery to tbe city. It is 
not to be inferred that tbe Adveutists, 
more than others, neglect tbe graves of 
their kindred, but the local soil, condi- 
tions and the remoteness of the section 
from the roadway ore favorable to the 
ravages of the pests. 


Sexton J. W." Raymer offered a very 


easy solution of tbe whole matter. 
The 


purchase of a lot and the fee paid to the 
undertaker for the interment terminate 
«I1 responsibility with a large number 
of jKJople, when a relative or fraternal 
associate is laid away to rest. Even a 
teuton must live, and if be baa a family

fine thing m the a oat met, but If tbe 
graves of the dead are to be cared for 
some one must put his hand his pocket. 
The limit of one man's power in caring 
for u cemetery eighty acres iu extent is 
tbe prevention of desecration and a gen- 
eral supervision of interments to insure 
propriety and decency. 


It is, perhaps, a misfortune in this 


connection that the tract is so large and 
the communities of tbe "silent majority"' 
so scattered. It is quite a walk from 
the domain of the Foresters to that of 
the Adventieta, and many a rod separ- 
atea the, Christian sects. The Catholic 
burial ground is enclosed and shows 
some aort of care. Over tbe graves of 
tbe Grand Army men. awaiting the 
final "rouse,'1 a score of bleached flags 
flutter in the breeze that have been 
there since last Decoration day, aud 
look almost aa forlorn as the graves 
themselves. 


There are a few imposing monuments 


anil private enclosures that show signs 
of care. When Sexton Kaymer under- 
takes the care of a grave he does hia 
work well.' I none such family enclos- 
ure he pointed out how even the mem- 
bers of a family differ about feeling for 
the dead. It was a square plot about 
forty feet each way and had been origin- 
ally sown with grass. One member of 
tbe family had a relative buried there 
whose claims to memory were valued by 
her. This portion Sexton Raymer irri- 
gates every night and tho grass over it 
is a vivid green, but the remainder, on 
which stands one pretentious monu- 
ment, is parched and desolate. The 
contrast is the more striking, because on 
the verdant portion there ia no slab and 
no name. 
Yet the memory of the 


sleeper beneath is "kept green"." 


There are doubtless ma.iy readers of 


TUK KRPOBLICAK 
who have, relatives 


buried in the cemetery to whom this 
account of present conditions will come 
as a painful reminder and a disagreeable 
revelation. In a general way the entire 
place lacks halting places, sitting accom- 
modations and shade 
trees. Dixon 


cemetery-, which is one of the most 
beautiful places of the kind in the state, 
and is a miniature of Pere La Chaise or 
the Protestant cemetery at Rome, im- 
mortalized by Shelley, has no more fav- 
orable natural conditions than the spot 
in which moat old Fresnoane must 
shortly Ite, content to sleep, "after life's 
fitful fever." 


There is an abundance of water, sup- 


plied by tho Mountain View company 
of which the "Rev. W, Lucas is presi- 
dent, and tieorge H. Andruss secretary. 
Tlie remaining directors are individual 
delegates from the fraternal societies and 
Christian organizations which have lots 
in the cemetery. The charge for the 
water ia quite small, and there is enough 
in the two tanks to keep the grass preen 
on every grave in the eighty acres. Only 
last year a new tank of 20,000 gallons 
rapacity- was put up at a cost of $700. 


Sexton Raymer wants those who own 


dogs to remember that these animals 
have not the freedom of the cemetery. 
For obvious reasons no decent person 
would take one into such a place, still 
less allow it to run wild there. Those 
who neglect this intimation may chance 
to miss their doga on their return, for 
the sexton is an expert rifle shot. The 
ravages which these animals have al- 
ready committed speak for themselves. 


It takes no inconsiderable part of the 


sexton's time to keep down tlie rabbits 
and squirrels. The inoat satisfactory 
plan he has so fflr devised is to place in 
the holes rags saturated with bisulphide 
of carbon. 
During THE REPUBLICAN re- 


porter's visit ample proof was offered of 
the efficacy of the remedy in the shape 
of dead pests of both kinds. 


The neglected graves are by no means 


confined to any particular part of tbe 
cemetery. One of the worst cases was 
found in the Masonic section. Another 
had case wa» discovered in the Odd Fel- 
lows tract, and in many instances hum- 
ble graves that did not bear a monu- 
mental stone were kept green and 
Hower-atrewn, while tall obelisks arose 
over untended plots, as if those who 
raised them had canceled their oblioa- 
tiona to tho dead by footing tho bill for 
the stone. 


Sexton Raymerdeaired publication of, 


the statement that tho cost of caring 


for * burial plot i* much uu*Uer Uiin is 
generally luppowd, and that be can 
procure an amply lufficient force to care 
for erery grave on the eighty-acre tract 
when the friends of the dead realize that 
some arrangement has to be made. 


In the meantime, those who have an 


eye for the l»e»utifal,»ud for that which 
is far from beautiful or even civilized, 
will do well to keep away from the city 
cemetery during the summer, unless it 
be to satisfy themselves of eadly unful- 
filled responsibilities to loved ones who 
sleep beneath tho parched and broken 
sod.

During the last trial of Heath Deputy 


Sheriff P. F. Peck came to San Francisco 
with subpenas for a number of wit- 
nesses.

It is no secret that the heavy expenses 


of Fresno county have been gravely and 
adversely 
viewed by San Francisco 


bankers of late, and circumstances are 
daily coming to light which may neces- 
sitate a searching inquiry into the ex- 
penditure on the county roads in at 
least two districts. 


The supervisors yesterday had just 


heaved a sigh ol reliel at the postpone- 
ment of the Sunday closing question for 
a while, and the tire water and cold 
water battalions had juni filed out of the 
chamber, when a quiet looking indi- 
vidual made his way to the bar and 
asked for a hearing. It was a day of 
sensations, but no one expected "this 
one. 


The quiet man gavehia name aa James 


Fields and when the district attorney 
heard his opening remarks he became 
thoughtfully interested. Fields com- 
plained that lloadmaster J. 'W. Lam- 
bert of the First district paid his team- 
sters only $3.50 per diem for a four- 
horse team and charged the county $5.50 
per diem. 


Tbe district attorney suggested that 


the roadmaster be required to turn the 
difference into the county treasurv. 


Chairman Letcher said: "The 
diffi- 


culty is thia: the bills have been re- 
ported on and allowed without any such 
information having been imparted to 
the board.

LAMBERT'S BOARDERS. 


PROFITABLE SPECULATION OF A 


KOADMASTKK. 


Teamsters Appear Before the Super- 


visors With a Startling: 


Statement. 


A Suggestion That Hostilities Stop 


Until a Decision is Rendered. 


EDITOR KErunMCAS:—There Beeir,B to 


be much ill feelinc created aud bad 
blood engendered in the matter of the 
Sunday closing ordinance. If it will 
five no offence, I would like to make a 
suggestion in the matter in the interest 
of temporary peace at least. 


Without touching upon the merits of 


;he ordinance, which it would be per- 
iaps impertinent in me, not residing 
within tlie city, to discuss, let me say 
:hat there is at least a grave doubt as to 
the power of the supervisors of tlie 
county to make a police regulation like 
;he one in question, which Hliatl be valid 
viihin the limits of au iucorporatedcity 
embraced in the county. 


A like ordinance, as I understand it, 


enacted by the supervisors of Kings 
county is being tested iu tbe supreme 
court of this state. A saloon keeper iu 
the city of Hanford, arrested for keep- 
.ng his saloon open on Sunday, lias been 
wrought before that court ou habeas cor- 
aus, the sheriff making a return that he 
'lolds him under a conviction for viola- 
tion of tbe county on. inance, and not 
otherwise. 


The prisoner claims that the ordi- 


nance is unconstitutional, in that the 
city authorities only have power to 
make police regulatiousoperative within 
tlie city. The constitutional provision 
on this subject, section 11 of article XI, 
is as follows: 


"Auy county, city, town or township 


nay make and enforce within its limits 
all such local, police, sanitary and other 
regulations as are not in conflict with 
jeneral laws." 


It is claimed that, under this provis- 


ion, tbe police power of the county only 
extends over such portions of its terri- 
tory as is not embraced in any "city, 
town or township;" that two local gov*1 
jrnmeots cannot, in 
the nature of 


things, have this power over tbe same 
territory, for their several regulations 
might come, squarely in conflict; and 
.hat so, within any city the city author- 
ties only can make police regulations, 
and that an attempt on the part of the 
county so to do would be vain, for want 
of jurisdiction. 


1 heard the argument before the su- 


preme court last Monday, and the con- 
sensus of opinion among the lawyers 
present seemed to be that the jwint was 
well taken, and that only the city could 
make a valid ordinance like that in 
question to operate within the city. 
Would it not be well to suspend opera- 
ilons on both sides under the Fresno 
•ounty Sunday closing ordinance, until 
;he decision of the supreme court on 
this question shall be made, which will 
probably be within a few days.

A few moments later she 
elt a burning sensation in her mouth 
mil throat, and not long thereafter was 
seized with severe gripiugs.

turned Sunday morning from the bi 
euniai convention of county superin- 
tendents of schools held at Sacramento 
on the 7th, Stb and 9th instant. He 
came by way of San Francisco and at- 
tended the educational congress which 
was held there on the 10th, llth and 
12th, 


The convention at Sacramento had 


under consideration various provisions 
of the school law and discussed matters 
pertaining to city, county, district and 
union high schools, and agreed upon 
several recommendations to submit to 
the nest session of the legislature. It 
was agreed among other things that 
only cities or districts having at least 
250 census children may petition for 
and establish a high school. 


A resolution to amend the constitu- 


tion and put high schools on tbe same 
tooting with primary and 
grammar 


schools, whereby they 
might share 


state and county school funds, waa pen- 
orally voted down. It was thought that 
Lhtse funds at present were hardly 
more than euilicient to maintain pri- 
mary and grammar schools, and us only 
about 5 per cent of school children 
throughout the state ever reach tbe 
liph school, it is best to leave them to 
local pride and local taxation. 


A resolution to amend the constitu- 


tion aud return to the old state board 
lystem instead of having county boards 
of education, also met with almost 
unanimous defeat. 


It waa recommended that the law de- 


fine who may be school census marshal, 
and a citizen of the district, twenty-one 
vears of ftf-e, was agreed upon. This 
you Id include women, but would ex- 
etude minors. 


The citizens of Sacramento showed 


.heir appreciation of the convention be- 
ng called there by giving the superin- 
tendents a reception aud a banquet at 
the (iolden Eagle hotel on the evening 
of May 7th. Superintendent Kirk was

bring witnesses to prove an alibi for 
liiin, he seeming to be under the im- 
pression that if he did not sell the 
liquor it mattered nut if bia partner 
did. 


Bruce and Turnbull, the informers, 


were sworn, and testified that on the 
duv mentioned A. C. Serpa, Cardoza'e 
partner, supplied them with a glass of 
beer, a glass of wine and a bottle of 
whiebey, for which they paid. 


Cardo/.a repeated that he knew noth- 


ing about it He was away in the moun- 
tains at tbe time. The partnerahip be- 
tween himself and Serpa Iiad been dis- 
solved a week ago. He had bought 
Serpa out and tbo latter had gone he 
knew no! whither. He was offered the 
privilege of securing an attorney during 
the half hour's recess but did not avail 
liimself of it, and learned by bitter ei- 
perience that ignorance of the law ex- 
cuses no one. 


District Attorney Church briefly ei- 


auiiued Cardoza aud bis witnesses, who 
proved an alibi, and this wae admitted 
by tne prosecution; but the Hi«trict at- 
torney promptly pointed out that the 
fact of Cardimi's partnership with Serps 
at the time the sale was made rendered 
him legally liable, and the chairman BO 
ruled. 


Supervisor Butler at ouce roee to 


move that Cardoza's license be rcToked, 
and Sayre seconded tbe motion. Super- 
visor Foster wanted to say a few words 
before recording his vote. There had 
been three or four cases of thie kind be- 
tore the board, and they had been 
passed on the ground that the liquor 
Iiad been sold without the dealer's 
knowledge aud con Bent, He wanted to 
do what waa right, but did not believe 
in making exceptions. 


Hutler argued that this wae not a par- 


allel case, but a clear instance of viola- 
tion of the law. Serpa had gone away 
obviously to avoid tbe law, and would 
be back in a week. *'I put the blame 
on you for this state of things," said he, 
turning to the district attorney. He 
cited tbe 1'aatsch case, where there had 
been un admitted violation of the law, 
yet 1'antsch'a petition for a license waa 
subsequently reconsidered and the li- 
cense granted. 


Foster said tbe Paatsch case was not 


like thia one. He went on to eay that 
it waa ttie duty of citizens to induce 
aloou keepers to obey the law ; not to 
end men around to induce them to vio- 
late, it. 


Supervisor Sayresaid this case of Car- 


doza'e differed from auy yet brought up. 
In others the absence of the proprietors 
was proved. Here the drink had been 
supplied by one of the partners person- 
ally. He himseli waa not prejudiced 
against saloon keepers, but against their 
business, believing it to be & curse to 
the world, and that every one, saloon 
keeper and temperance meu alike, knew 
eucb to be the fact. 


District Attorney Church corrected 


Mr. Sayre as to tht legal merits of the 
cases, and urged 
that the 
Sunday 


saloon closing law is remarkably well 
obeyed. He said that to the credit of 
the saloon keepers of the city as a body. 
Of course there were exceptions, and a 
few aaloon keepers might allow men to 
work them for drinks on a Sunday. He 
knew how dry men would act, as he had 
some recollection ot it himself. [Laugh- 
ter.] But he believed that where there 
were 500 men in tbe saloons before the 
ordinance took effect, there are not teu 
men today.

aion to give his own experience. 


"Where waa that?" asked Chairman, 


Letcher. 


"In Kansas," said the witness. 
"Oh, iu Kansas!" echoed the chair- 


man, and the laughter was renewed.

Bruce, "that there are only two saloons 
in this town that 1 have been able to get 
into on Sunday. I never Eaw the law 
enforced and carried out as closely as 
this in ray life." 


Supervisor Wicker&ham said he in- 


tended to vote for tho revocation of the 
license, and after a personal explana- 
tion of his views on the whole matter, 
he joined the others in a unanimous 
vote that the license of Cardoiabo re- 
voked. 
The license waa revoked ac- 


cordingly. 


Clerk Johnson read a lengthy peti- 


tion, signed by about fifty persona, in 
favor of a repeal of a Sunday doling 
ordinance. 
On motion of Sayre the 


board fixed June 6th as the data for 
dealing with the petition and tho pro- 
ceedings ctoaed. 


It ia said that a number of the saloon- 


keepers who have hitherto rigidly closed 
their saloons on Sundays will open them 
next Sunday ia order to test the legality 
of the ordinance in the court*.

HOHACB W. DAY, a member of a well 


known hooee of Xew York fruit dealers, 
has given the California Fruit Grower 
some interesting and probably reliable 
information in regard to the condition 
of the Eastern crop. Mr. Day says that 
the Delaware and Maryland peach crop 
of 1893 amounted to about 4,000,000 
baskets of about 40 pound? n«t of fruit; 
that the crop of New Jersey was about 
1,000,000 baskets; tbat this fruit wan 
sold for 25 to 75 cents per basket; that 
duriiif? a single day aa high as 315 car- 
loads arrived in Kew York city, the av- 
erage daily receipts being from 150 to 
250 cars. These peaches are poor keep- 
ers, and most be marketed immediately 
upon arrival. Hence, it was not to b« 
expected that California shippers to the 
New York market last season would 
realize very much for their fruit. In 
fact, it was a surprise, under such con- 
ditions, that the fruit sold for enough to 
pay charges. 


In regard to the peach crop of the 


section above referred to, M r. Day 
etakes Iris reputation upon the follow- 
ing brie! Bummary: He says the New 
Jersey crop, barring June drop, will 
amount to about 600,000 baskets; the 
crop of Delaware and Maryland com- 
bined, about 200,000 baskets.

gives a total of 800,000 baskets of 
peaches, which is considerably leas 
than the crop of New Jersey laafc year.

several sticks of dynamite, injuring a 
number of celestials. The uninjured 
Chinese took .o flight. 


Danger was communicated with yes- 


terday afternoon, but the sensational 
report could not be confirmed. It was 
stated that some attempt had been 
m fide to drive away the Chinese em- 
ployed nt the vineyard, but what the 


itcome was could not be learned. 
Later reports were to the e!!ect that 


no explosion took place and no China- 
men were injured. The men making the 
ittack are said to have thrown several 
jticks of dynamite at the house in which 
the Chinese were quartered, but the 
dynamite did not explode. The Chi- 
nests were, however, -.mluced to leave 
the vineyard. 


This is not the first time there has 


been trouble at this vineyard on ac- 
count of the employment of Chinese. 
The vineyard has been, visited twice be- 
fore and the Mongolians warned to de- 
part. Some of them left, hut thei 
places were filled by other Chinamen.

Supervisors will soon redistill Fresno 
connty, with a view of iniluem-ing the 
ele.-ti->n for Mipervifor, which will be 
heli! in tin- lirfit and fourth ilietricta 
next ull. The t.-rms oi K, R. Builer 
and T. R. Foster expire the tirei of the 
yeai.audthe Democratic board is very 
snx>ii:: i" retain control. Butler is 
am'-.Jous to succeed himself, am! the 
Democratic majority on the board is 
anxious to Mn-iplhen itself by having a 
Democrat t-li .i-il to succeed Foster in 
ihe first district. 


All this can K-simply accomplished 


by gerrymandering the county, and iliis 
inea«nre rn:-i'»r has it the board now 
hae in conu'.uplsuion. It i? not yet a 
Yfeur ago thi< i the supervisors redislrict- 
ed the couitty without any apparent 
necessity tht-u'for. Supervisor wicker- 
Ehitm sufferer most from the redietrict- 
ing. losing a large amount o[ territory 
and over 1300 votes. It was clainiw 
that his distrirt was too larce anil popu- 
lous, but iliis the supervisor from the 
third district denied. The third rnm- 
prie<Hl a larger population and ujore 
territory when T. C. U'hite was euper- 
yifcor from that district, but it did not 
seem too large to the hoard then, lint 
"White was a Democrat. 


Just how the first and fourth, that is, 


Foster's find Butler's districts, will be 
altered it is not definitely known, hut a 
general idea is given by those who claim 
to have "inside" knowledge of this 
. stroke of peanut politics. Butler's dis- 
trict, it is believed, will be changed to 
that gentleman's satisfaction by cutting 
off that part of the district east of the 
railroad track. 


This territory is a very populous one, 


including that part oi Seloia, east of 
the track, and part of the banner Re- 
publican 
precinct, Fowler. 
In 
fact 


there is quite a .Republican majority in 
this territory, and it will be added to 
Supervisor Havre's district, the fifth. 
Say re will he "only too happy to get so 
many substantial Citizens in his district, 
especially as- ihtfre will be no election 
for Supervisor in the fifth this year. 
Thus Supervisor Butler will b_- rid" of a 
hotbed of Republicanism. 


To besure, this gerrymander will dis- 


franchise many voters, Democrats as 
well as Republicans; but that is noth- 
ing, for the district wit) be paved to Mr. 
Butler or unv other Democrat the party 
may nominate. Besides, if tbe inhab- 
itants of the gerrymandered territory 
don't like the climate in the fifth dis- 
trict, they can be put back in the fourth 


-after the election. 
Now for the first. Supervisor Foster's 


district. 
Joe Spinney, the 
Populist 


nominee for this district, lives in the 
fifth ward of this city. It is expected 
Joe will make a strong fight, but be can 
be knocked out before ne enters the 
arena by simply putting that ward, 
which, by the way, went .Republican at 
the last, election, into another district. 
To make this district more surely Demo- 
cratic the fourth ward would be added 
to it 
Thus Spinney would be knocked 


out as a candidate, and the district con- 
verted into a safe Democratic one. This 
{.E said to be part of the program of the 
Democratic supervisors in regard to the 
first district. 


Supervisor Wickershanvs colleagues 


are believed to be still looking enviously 
at bis populous district and the desire is 
attributed to them of etill further de- 
creasing Iiis constituency. To compensate 
him, Wickershain will be given a great 
stretch of territory to the north where 
voters are few and far between. 
His 


district will then make a better showiug 
on the map. but it is said Wickersham 
won't appreciate the exchange at all. 
The change suggested in Butler's dis- 
trict, by . the way, would dispose of a 
formidable rival for the fourth euper- 
viporship, Matt Rose, a Republican. 


As stated before these changes are not 


definitely decided upon, ab the Demo- 
cratic majority on the board could re- 
district differently and bring about the 
Eame result. That there will be a re- 
diEtriaiiiir, however, there does not 
set-'i '-i be very much doubt. It may 
bee- nk'nded tint the board intends to 
mak- IL an entiiely fair one, but the facl 
that it will be made on the eve. of a 
political ••iiuipaien compels the suspicion 
that its i/jjert is a sinister one.

It is certain that au attempt will be 


made to indict other witnesses for the 
neople for perjury. What will come of 
all this it is hard to tell. It is also 
rumored that the prosecution in the 
Heath case may soon take steps to se- 
cure the indictment of individuals con- 
nected with the defense and that such a 
step hue been in contemplation for some 
time.

SORGHUM FOR FEED. 


The Syrup Producing Plant One of 


the Best for Forage. 
From tnc Kern County ilcno. 


Many acres of land that have been 


devoted to other crops or merely used 
for pasturage will be planted to feed 
crops this fall. Egyptian corn of course 
will be one of the principal varieties 
planted, because of its value as a grain 
producer, but the unusual demand ior 
forage seems to suggest thata better and 
more profitable plant is sorghum. 


Sorghum yields fodder in bountiful 


quantities and makes excellent feed 
when treated in the proper way, which 
is to cultivate the ground thoroughly 
and give the crop a sufficient amount of 
water, for the plant being a rapid 
grower requires much moisture, al- 
though it will do well on less than In- 
dian corn will. During the summer two 
cuttings may be uiade, the ordinary 
mowing machine being used in harvest- 
ing and the crop being put up in the 
regular manner. The amount of pro- 
duction is very great, and if tbe prac- 
tical farmer can secure one-half the re- 
sults obtained by tbe state university, 
his success will be sufficient to satisfy 
him. 


According to the Rural Press eccd 


was sown on May 5th, and the cuttings 
were made in August and .November, 
and the yield of Early Amber, the most 
profitable variety, waa more than twenty 
tons of green fodder per acre. 


Berkeley, too, is not considered as 


being well adapted to the growth ol 
this sort of crops, because of the cool 
weather which prevails throughout the 
summer. The growth was very slow at 
first, 
and responded perceptibly to 


warmer weather. In this respect the 
interior valleys seem to possess the re- 
quirements for maximum production, 
and added to that, the rich soil and 
available water, it seems that such crops 
could not fail on the delta of Kern. 


The best results when the object 


sought is forage, are obtained by plant- 
ing rows, not too thickly, and when 
there is danger of the ground drying 
out, by cultivating the surface to retain 
the moisture. The cuttings should he 
done early before the tender, succulent 
stems have become woody and unfit fur 
stock feed. As a food, sorghum is one 
of the richest and most nutritious 
grasses 
grown, 
possessing a large 


amount ol sugar, which, in the process 
of digestion is converted into fat, and 
which renders the plant acceptable to 
all kinds of stock. They eAt it with 
avidity, and when it ts properly cured 
the leaves and stalks are entirely con- 
sumed. 


On the Baker ranch at Rio Bravo 


fifty acres will be planted this season to 
sorghum in preference to barley, wheat 
or Indian corn. With hay aelling a 
high price at the present time and j, 
ing promise of reaching a still higher 
figure before winter, and with paaturagt 
at a premium, the crop will probably 
pay handsomely. Sorghum has bee.ii 
experimented with successfully in ihat 
vicinity heretofore, but the only use it 
was put to was to crush the stems and 
extract the juice, from which thf sor 
ghum of commerce waa made. This 
time it will I* cultivated with a differ- 
ent purpose in view, and with prac- 
tically certain profits to re derived.

"Is Fresno musical?" was the query 


pwjtounded to various persons sup- 
posed to be possessed of special knowl- 
edge on the subject. 
The replies were 


not altogether flattering or hopeful. 
Some of them are given below iu detail. 
In vtTtain cases tliose asked for opin- 
ions excused themselves by sayiny that 


I thfy did not want to be accused of 


pulling their own pupils, or that they 
ilitl not desire to give offense. 


It reema to be a singular matter that 


a city like Fresno, so favorably situated, 
with a imputation more or less tinged in 
its upper stratum with old southern ideas 
of k'ibure and relinemeiit, should uot be 
distinguished as a center in the world of 
inline and art. 


Musicians, like poets, are n jealous 


and irritable class, i'n the ordinary ruu 
of things, "(ienus irritahile vatum" is 
an old saying. This spirit of profes- 
sional jealousy, with a little infusion of 
chifcs distinction, has dwarfed musical 
pnvreg:; in towns far larger than Sau 
1'rani'isro, and, if the truth must be 
tn!d. it would seem that there is lesa 
musical discord in Fresno than in most 
cities of iu size Meiubereof the church 
choirs frequently sink religious and 
other differences to blend their voices in 
sweet nccord on the occasion of a special 
celebration. But in thu general way 
then- are few opportunities for singers 
or instrumentalists to mett outside the 
narrow limits of church socials or soci- 
ety functions on the Frifaco plan, at 
which latter the musical genius is 
usually treated as n person somewhat 
below" the social standing of a dish- 
washer or a hired mau by a millionaire 
vulgarian. 


The answers to the queries addressed 


to a number of local musicians, ama- 
teurs and professionals, leave the prob- 
lem unsolved whether Fresno, with its 
population of 1*2,000, is or is not a mus- 
ical lown. The staudarl sought to be 
established was, tirst, the capacity of 
local orchestral organizations to handle, 
the music of the great masters—of Liszt, 
of Wagner, of Gounod, of 
Mozart, 


Haydn, Handel and Beethoven. Sec- 
ond'ly, i he. capacity of the local church 
choirs to deal with something beyond 
ordinary chants and hymiis, and to'read 
music at sight. Thirdly, the class of 
music most in favor at social gatherings, 
as indicating the musical cultivation of 
the audience. 


It seems to be generally admitted that 


in Fresno "classical" music is not pop- 
ular; that even in the assemblies of 
lersona of means a new, catchy air, 
.jowever childish and simple, outranks 
the most skillfullv rendered composition 
of Schubert, Thafberg or Mendelssohn. 
\Vhether this is due to a lack of appre- 
ciation or a musical apathy, or to a pos- 
itive conviction that music, when it 
becomes 
intricate and 
ornamental, 


.•eases to he music, is a puzzle which 
:uuat of those interviewed professed 
themselves unable to solve. But the 
fact was reluctantly conceded. 


Among those interviewed on the ques- 


tion was Kdwaid Marshall Drury, un- 
doubtedly one of the best organists in 
the. entire state, and a capable musical 
xitic. lie said: 


"I deeply regret the inactivity in 


musical mutters in Fresno. 
\V~e have a 


considerable number of musical people 
here, but the difficulty is to get those 
who are qualified to do anything. The 
choral society started a couple of years 
ago should have been alive up to this 
date. "Why is it dead? 
.Because it was 


mismanaged? Yes; but also because of 
tbe dilliculty in getting the vocalists to 
attend rehearsals. People say, 'I love 
music; J. delight in singing.' 1 have 
often thought so JIB who so declare 
themselves fail to prove their love and 
delight when a little exertion or perhaps 
a little inconvenience ia required. 


"Fresno ought to be able to sustain ii 


chorus of at least 100 vocalists. The 
population is large enough surely for 
that number. If music ia elevating and 
loveable and its performance a pleasure, 
why the need of asking the question, 'Is 
Fresno a musiral city?' It is a 
<1 if lien It 


matter for me to give a proper reply. 
The turn outat the Musiu concert would 
lead one to think we are a musical peo- 
ple, but 1 must confess that when local 
performances are looked for they are 
very few. The comic operas, 'Pinafore' 
and Tatience,'and the two choral society 
concerts, are the only events attempted 
during the past three or four yeara, but 
'Pinafore' and 'Patience' are not music 
--in the sense that musical knowledge 
is required to sine; them. 3t is high 
time for the musical people of Fresno k 
wake up and band together for musical 
improvement." 


Inmost of the church choirs of the 


city there are three or more members 
able to read music at eight, but none are 
more ready to admit than the organists 
and musical directors themselves how 
dilficult a task it is to grapple with n 
special Easter or Chrismaa service with- 
out extraneous aid. There are fortu- 
nately a number of ladies, at all events, 
who do not sing regularly in the city 
choirs, but who come to the rescue on 
such occasions, and the crowded congre- 
gations which 
usually attend these 


special services would eeeiu to indicate 
that if the standard were raieed the peo- 
ple of Fresno and vicinity would be will- 
ing to rise to it. 


There are certainly a score of sopranos 


anu contraltos of whom Fresno may 
well be proud. Tenors are scarce, in- 
indeed, and a tenor vocalist who can 
read music will be besieged with appli- 
cations from the organists and uhoir- 
maetera. Of bassos and baritones, who 
can read, there is a fair supply, and 
there are probably u full forty gentle- 
men who have good voices, but have 
never learned to sing part music. 


The following is only a partial list of 


local talent cultivated to the extent of 
being able tosingchoial music at sight: 
Mrs. A. J. Pedlar, Mrs. E. M. Drury, 
Mrs. K. II. Murray, Mra. George A. 
XourEe, Mrs. Everts, Miss Agnes Helm, 
Mrs. O. S. Smith, Mrs. Rhodes, Misaes 
Katie and Oinna Baltlus, Mrs. Seat, 
Miss Josie Marshall; Messrs. Price, Par- 
sons, Ogle, George, Drury, Wilkinson, 
Rorphnro, U ridge, Carver, Andrusa and 
probably a dozen others whose names 
cannot be recalled at a moment's no- 
tice. The material for a choral society 
is, in fact, right here in Fresno, but it is 
scattered and unorganized. 


"Ia Freetio musical? Well, I hardly 


know what to answer," said Al Braver- 
man when the question was propounded 
to him. "The trouble ia that the talent 
is scattered. Many of our l>est pianists 
are never heard in public, or at least 
only in their own homes and those of a 
few friends. Mrs. Jesse Church and 
Mrs. Gearhart are examples. Mrs. 
Souther, too, is a finished musician and 
splendid accompanist, but the class of 
music she is forced to play does not 
bring out her powers. For the rest I 
will only say that when I canvassed the 
city for Biipport for the Musin concert I 
easily obtained the names of 150 promi- 
nent'men. That ficems to show that we 
are not althpether an unmusical people. 
The great difficulty in getting up a 
chora! society would be the lack of 
tenors, and the trouble in netting the 
many capable lady musicians in the 
'400' to come forward." 


"As to the hands," said N. P. Justy, 


"I have not been encouraged by my 
nwn experience in the past lour years, 
but the material is here. We have had 
one. of the ilnest bands in this part of 
the Btate, acknowledged aa such by the 
leaders of the Artillery band, the Pre- 
sidio band and the Park hand of S*n 
Francisco. Each and every member of 


Uia local land went to t great deal of 
expense* and the organization ia ntill in 
trim, but it hai received no public sup- 
port. Two or three concert* were given 
tor the benefit of tbe band, but thev 
were poorly patronized. We played a 
whole summer, giving concerts that 
were a source of pleasure daily to hun- 
dreds of persons, but wheu the moneyed 
men who had promised subscriptions 
were written to, one-half failed to re- 
spond, and the effort to collect the 
real did not pay the expenses of the col* 
lector. 


"There would be no difliculty in get- 


ting AH orrhea'tnt of sixteen pieces at tin 
hour's notice from local sources with 
such competent leaders as Whitney and 
Kii-e. But I scarcely like to call Fresno 
a musical town when there is eo much 
dilliculty in getting moneyed men to 
'pungle up' the little money that is 
needed to ensure a daily concert in the 
park." 


Inquest on G. A. Darnold. 


Coroner Stephens returned from Tar- 


pey early this morning, where he held 
an inquest on (ieorgeA. Darnold, whose 
sudden death at Academy was men- 
tioned in yesterday's Kt:riTi)i.ic.\N. Dar- 
nold was found dead in bed at llio New- 
man ranch Friday afternoon. An in- 
quest waa heid at Academy yesterday 
afternoon and the verdict of the jury 
was that he had t-omft to his death from 
natural causes, probably the bursting of 
a blood vessel.

a renewal by taking the oath. Others 
must do the aaiue thing as their three 
months expire or their license will not 
be renewed. 


Two cases for alleged violation are 


now awaiting trial. Their license can- 
not and will uot be renewed until they 
take the above oath, and the penalty is 
a revocation of license if they are found 
to have violated it.

nance ? We have a law against lar- 
ceny, and it is enforced;

doesn't mean that nobody violates it. 
All 
laws are 
violated occasionally. 


That doesn't mean that the laws are 
not enforced; nor does it follow that

the worst in twenty year*. Not only is 
the grain dried till it can be rubbed into 
powder, but the desert weeds are dying, 
which never has been known to occur 
before. This is in that region lying near 
the bate of the Coast Range mountains. 
Even the jack rabbits have found life on 
the plains unprofitable and have de- 
serted the couutry. The traveler may 
ride for miles across the plains and see 
scarcely a rabbit, where usually they 
are Counted by thousands. 


Want of feed on the plains has driven 


them to the foothills of the Coast Range 
where the drought is not quite so eevere. 
Among those hills the rabbits go, not in 
companies hut in herds, and wherever IE 
found a patch of anything green there 
the rabbits are found by hundreds. Be- 
fore the summer is over it is likely that 
the rabbits will be forced tocroes the 
Coast Range or starve to death.

THE REDISTR1CTING. 


WHAT THE LAW SAYS ON THE 


SUBJECT. 


Spinney 
Will Not Be Outwitted. 


Supervisor LctcLei- Mitkes 


a Denial. 


THK UEITHI.ICAX'S expose of the im- 


pending gerrymander by the Board of 
Supervisors caused considerable com- 
ment, particularly among the politicians 
and those interested in politics. There 
are quite a number of people who say 
they have reason to believe a gerry- 
mander was intended, but who now 
(K)iibt that anything in this line will be 
attempted, now that the light of pub- 
licity has been thrown upon the scheme. 


Tlie general opinion seems to be that 


no matter what protestations of fan- 
play the board may make, in the matter, 
they cannot redistrict the county with- 
uut making themselves liable to a charge 
of political trickery. It is a had policy, 
say tho^e who view the matter impar- 
tially, to redistrict the county on the 
eve of u political campaign. The condi- 
tions now are about as they were a year 
ago and there is no necessity for a reitis- 
tricting. 


There has been no pronounced in- 


crease or decrease in the population of 
anv supervisor's district since the last 
redistncting, and as this measure is 
supposed to be controlled by the consid- 
eration of population alone there is 
therefore no reason to redistrict the 
county. There has been something of a 
falling off in the population of the west 
side, most of which is comprised in the 
lirst, or Foster's district, but this would 
certainly not bu remedied by taking 
from it the fifth ward of this city. 


Joe Spinney says he is determined 


not to be gerrymandered out of his dis- 
trict, and will, if necessary, move to 
Shelbyville, from which it appears that 
it is not an easy matter to get ahead of 
Joe. 
ff he could induce his constituents 


to move with him in case tbe change 
suggested should be made, that is, tak- 
ing the fifth ward from the first district 
and putting it in the third, Spinney 
would be still better off. 


Among the general duties of the board 


of supervisors laid out in the county 
government act of 1833 is the following: 
"To divide counties iutotownships, elec- 
tion, school, road, supervisor, sanitary 
and other districts required by law, to 
change the same and create others, as 
convenience requires. Tbe last clause, 
"as convenience .requires," is a striking 
testimonial to the political foresight of 
the legislature, for it authorizes the per- 
petration of the rankest jobbery in the 
matter of districting whenever it may 
be "convenient" for ft board of super- 
visors to take snch a step. 


SupervUer Letcher was questioned 


about the matter yesterday and said he 
had no knowledge of any intention to 
redistrict the county. He himself did 
not contemplate such a measure and 
would not redistrict in favor of any 
man. He acknowledged, however, that 
he did not consider the present division 
of the county into supervisors' districts 
satisfactory, but his objection seems to 
be based chiefly on the number of miles 
of road in each district being too un- 
equal.

CITY PERSONAL TAXES. 


The City Marshal Should Collect 


Them. 


EDITOR REi'uiii.iCAN :—In reference to a 


former communication in last Thurs- 
day's issue criticising Trustee Spinney 
for moving and voting an allowance of 
$100 extra to the city marshal for a dep- 
uty to collect the city personal tax the 
following explanation is due: 


Mr- Spinney having opposed a 
_ _ . 


<iuest for an "appropriation of $150 for 
that purpose, it was then stated to the 
board that the assessor.has until the 1st 
day of August to complete his rolls, and 
as the assessor does not couie into pos- 
session of the same uuiil that date, his 
time within which to collect this tax ia 
very limited, iu consequence of which 
much is liable to be lost to the city. 
This appropriation was asked for the 
purpose of paying tlie assessor to per- 
form the extra duty of collector at the 
same time. As there is DO law com- 
pelling the assessor to perform this duty 
without remuneration Trustee Spinney 
deemed it best to vote for the appropria- 
tion made as likely to effect a saving to 
the city. 


While there is no disposition to un- 


justly criticise Mr. Spinney or any one 
else, it would seem, as the city marshal 
is paid a salary, and as it is a part of the 
duties of his office to collect such tax, 
that if he finds it necessary to employ a 
deputy for siifih a -purposo ho should 
pay for it out of his own pocket, espec- 
ially when he and the assessor receive 
salaries of $ 1500 and $.1200 respectively 
per annum, while salaries and wages 
of other city employes have BO recently 
been reduced iu order to keep within 
the revenues

'hool is drawing to a successful close. 


In ftu-t the term has beeu one of the 
most 3ih'ce?sful since the High srhool 
w.i? established. The most beneficial 
;\m! S'.irceFFiul feature that Professor 
Heaton \\-A~ introduced into the High 
school is the debating in the senior or 


du.itini: class this year. Throughout 


the term there bas been a series of de- 
hates on leading questions of the day. 


On account of the size of the class, 


there bein^ too many for all graduates to 
take part at one time in the customary 
commencement exercises, a series of 
closiujr dehates will be held inbtcad he- 
fore the Ifiirh school. The seniors have 
by no meaiis escaped the essays. The 
real commencement exercises will take 


e at the Barton, and will include 


a lecture hy some eminent educator oi 
the state. 


The debate 
Monday was on the 


nestion: "Should the United State,* 
umex the Sandwich Islands?" 


lilcun 0. Dusenberry read tbe first 


D.ipcr for the affirmative. He gavc a 
clear description of the inlands, their 


, climate, condition, etc. From 


these Islands the United States imports 
t:reftt quantities of sugar, bananas, 
lice and coffee. The islands have many 
natural resources, some of which are 
not 
yet 
developed. The Sandwich 


Islands are of great value to the com- 
merce of the world, famishing a half- 
way station for all vessels crossing the 
Pacific ocean. Tbe trade between Ha- 
waii* and Sau Francisco amounts to 
about $13,000,000 per year. 


Iu annexing the islands the only un- 


desirable people we would be taking into 
our country would be the Chinese and 
Japanese, the natives being a very in- 
tulligent and industrious class of people. 
We should protect the property of our 


fns in these islands, most of the 


plantations being owned by Americans. 


The, inlands would also be of great 


benefit as a strategic point in time of 
war. The United .State?, if the islands 
were annexed, could bave a coaling sta- 
tion there, which would be of inestima- 
ble value in case of war. We should 
:ake the islands or some European 
power will. The foreign [wpulaUon is 
rapidly increasing, while the natives are 
dying out. Connected by wire from 
Han Francisco and under the protection 
uf a ffoveroaient 1'^'' the United States 
the Sandwich islands would be one ot 
the richest states on the. earth. 


Mr. Dneenljerry was followed by Miss 


Lillian Kaiser, who read the first paper 
on the negative side. Adventurers who 
have abandoned American citizenship 
and become citizens of Hawaii cannot 
require, any obligation from the United 
Ktates for promoting their interests. 
The foreigners who come to this coun- 
try must obey the laws and institutions, 
and they must in no way seek aid from 
their home country to interfere with 
our government; hence, Americans in 
Hawaii bave no right to ask the United 
States to overthrow the native govern- 
ment. 


It has never been the policy of the 


United States to annex outlying col- 
onies; we are to govern ourselves and 
no others. The provisional government 
being a temporary institution, has uc 
right to offer the islands to the United 
States. Those who favored annexation 
were the sugar dealers, who would in 
tbat case, receive 2 cents bounty on 
eugar, which tbe United States pays on 
all sugar produced within ita borders. 
The only argument that the affirmative 
have ia that a foreign power might take 
possession of the islands, a contingency 
against which our present treaty is com- 
plete protection. There are no material 
advantages and profits to be derived 
from annexation, and it would only be 
a burden of nvsnonflihility to the United 
States. 


Miss Flora Vincent followed with an 


excellent paper for tbe affirmative. The 
United States, she contended, ought to 
protect and maintain the spirit of en- 
lightenment and progress by annexing 
the nlamR The, islands are so situated 
that they greatly influence buth the 
commercial and military control of the 
Pacific, and especially so when the 
United States could exclusively <»wn a 
coaling station there. England bus al- 
ways obtained every poin'-of advantage 
thai she could, and it is very likely that 
phe will secure Hawaii if oiiecan, 


William A. Holmes, for the negative, 


descrilwd the Sandwich Islands as a 
l>eaiitKnl pronp, rich in the production 
of tropical fruits. At a first piam-.e it 
would fcuein a golden apple within our 
reach, anil should be grapped at with- 
out delay; but upon C!OBR investigation, 
many paramout obstacles present them- 
selves fchuwing thedisadvantagcaof an- 
nexation. 


War with any foreign cation is very 


improbable. Owing to the great distance 
of the islands from the United States it 
would be necceesary to establish a larjje 
naval force there to protect them. 


Professor Heaton acted as judge, and 


decided in favor of the affirmative. 


The Fresno High school is the first 


high school in the state to have courses 
in debates. All great educators eay 
that debating is the I»e8t practice for 
young pupils that can be found. It 
Rives them practice in expressing their 
thoughts in good language, which is al- 
wayfl required; it creates quick observa- 
tion and quick thought; it broadens the 
field of tbe pupil's reading, and the de- 
bates, always having been on some, lead- 
ing (iiicslioii of the day, have made 
them acquainted witb national govern- 
ment an4 affaire.

There are a 
ur.mber of men on the jury, it is 
believed, who will oppose the'vindica- 
tion of any person, whatsoever, being of 
the opinion that it i3 not within the 
province of rv grand jury to make such 
reports 
A rather odd circumstance in 


connection with the deliberations of the 
grand jury is the reported exclusion 
from ths room of the district attorney. 
This, on investigation, was found to oe 
not altogether correct. The district at- 
torney bas the, right to be present when 
witnesses are being examined, and to 
cross-examine them. During the in- 
vestigation of tbe Heath case the jury 
refrained from inviting Mr. Church to 
be present. As the district attorney 
could not tell when the jury was exam- 
ining witnesses or when it was deliber- 
ating (when he has not the right to bo 
present), he was virtually excluded from 
the room. The jury held its ttar cham- 
ber sessions nil last week, but on Mon- 
day condescended to ask for the presence 
of a representative of the district attor- 
ney's otlice. and Mr. Snow was assigned 
to duty there.

States constitution provides that gov- 
ernments derive their juEt powers from 
the consent of the governed, and that 
the right of citizens of the United States 
to vote shall not be denied or abridged3 
and that taxation without representa- 
tion IE tyranny ; therefore, be it 


Resolved, That this organization shall 


be known as The Woman's Equal Suf- 
frage Club of the Central Council of 
California. 


Article II.—The objects of this organ- 


ization shall be to obtain for all women 
equal rights at the ballot IK>X; all laws 
pertaining to women shall be studied by 
its members, aud effort brought to bear 
upon the legislature to have uujust laws 
repealed, EO as to work for absolute 
miiality before, the law in everything 
pertaining to life, liberty and the pur- 
suit of happiness. 


Article III.—The term of office Ehall 


be. six months, beginning the first, day 
of January and the first day of July. 


Section 1.—All citizens, both men 


and women, of good moral character, 
shall be admitted to membership, bj 
subscribing to the constitution and pay- 
ing an admission fee of 25 cents. 


tfec. 2 —All members shall have the 


right to participate in the deliberations 
of Una club, which shall be conducted 
on a non-partisan and non-sectarian 
basis. 


A motion was made and carried that 


the meetings of the club be held semi- 
monthly. 


An interesting report on the woman's 


congress, recently held in Ban Francisco, 
was read by Mrs. L. E. Mead. Dr. 
Schermerhorn also read a brief report 
on the same subject. 


Aa executive committee of five was 


appointed by the president. After de- 
ciding to hold an Equal Suffrage social 
next Thursday evening at DeWitt hall, 
the meeting adjourned.
